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Recycling 
program 
plans are at 
an impasse

The future of countywide recycling 
appears to be in limbo given a huge budget 
shortfall Crawford County is facing and a 
request from other municipalities for the 
county to double its contribution for the 
program. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said the six townships in the coun- 
ty are now asking the county to pay 
$40,000 to help fund countywide recycling 
as well as to purchase new recycling trailers 
used to collect and haul the materials. 

In 2009, municipalities entered into a 
three-year plan to continue countywide 
recycling. One of the suggestions of the 
plan was to have Crawford County take 
over the operation of processing and han- 
dling recyclable materials for all entities in 
the county by April t, 2012. 

Under the agreement, Crawford County 
has contributed $20,000 toward recycling. 

Last year, Grayling Charter Township 
lost $7,000 due to high operating cost and 
the low cost received for the recycled mate- 
rials at its recycling and transfer station 
located on North Down River Road. 

The current funding proposal, which 
splits the cost between the county, City of 
Grayling and the townships, has a $40,000 
shortfall. 

Compo said township officials want the 
county to fund the entire shortfall. 

Township officials are citing a consent 
agreement reached with the previous owner 
of the Waters landfill, as the reason the 
county should raise their funding for the 
recycling program.

16th year in operation. 

Keeping in line with the 
movement to establish 
Grayling-area as a destina- 
tion for the arts, the visitor's 
center was transformed into 
an area where the works of 
local artisans are on display. 

“We try to keep it pretty 
much local with people that 
are not very far from here,” 
said Patty Girard, the man- 
ager for the Wellington 
Farm, USA’s visitor’s cen- 
ter. 

Adjacent to the visitor’s 
center, a museum housing 
agriculture and local arti- 
facts has been established. 

Among the local artifacts 
is a beaver skin top that was 
owned by Rasmus Hanson, 
which is on loan from Arnie 
Stancil, the bookkeeper and 
a docent for Wellington 
Farm, USA. The hat was 
given to Stancil, when he 
became the grand master for 


the Grayling Masonic 
Lodge. 
Hanson was a lumber 


baron, who donated land to 
the military to establish 
Camp Grayling. Next year 
will mark the 100th anniver- 
sary of Camp Grayling. 
Another artifact in the 
museum is a Centaur 
Tractor, built in Ohio in the 
1920s. The tractor was man- 
ufactured to replace the use 
of horses in American farm 
fields, but also became pop- 
ular in France due to the 
layout of grape vineyards. 
The Stittsville Church 
was moved to Wellington 
Farm, USA in the spring of 
2005. Tom Coors, a retired 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy, who now runs a 


lawn care and landscaping 


business, has volunteered

his time and equipment to 
spruce up the outside of the 
church. 

The church sat vacant in 
Missaukee County when the 
congregation joined a near- 
by United Methodist 
Church. The church was 
destined to be used as a con- 
trolled burn for local fire- 
fighters before an agree- 
ment was reached to move it 
to Wellington Farm, USA. 

Stancil recalls rehearsing 
for a Christmas concert with 
a choir at the church’s for- 
mer location. 

“We were just awed by 
the acoustics,” Stancil said. 

The church is used for 
about a half dozen weddings 
per year as well as by cou- 
ples renewing their vows to 
each other. 

The pavilion at 
Wellington Farm, USA has 
undergone a modernization, 
with the installation of rest 
rooms, refrigerators and 
freezers to store food. The 
wood stove in the pavilion is 
now supplemented by elec- 
tric stoves to help prepare 
food for large groups. 


“You can cook on the 
wood stove, but it’s not very 
fast,” Stancil said. 

The pavilion was dedicat- 
ed in memory of Leon K. 
Johnston. 

“He just worked tirelessly 
out here,” Stancil said. 

From the beginning with 
a tractor and sawmill, a few 
antique tools, a couple of 
engines and a storage shed, 
the farm park has grown to 
feature more than a dozen 
exhibit buildings and agri- 
culture artifacts valued at 
around $1 million, many of 
which are one-of-a-kind 
pieces. 

Stancil said a majority of 
the equipment was obtained 
through a Midwest Open 
Air Museum Show hosted 
by Sauder Village, based in 
Archbald, Ohio. People who 
attended the show were 
encouraged to place busi- 
ness cards on pieces of 
equipment they hoped to 
obtain as the organization 
was downsizing its collec- 
tion. Wellington Farm, USA 
ended up receiving two semi

How a global bank brought 
big risks to the U.S. 


For today’s sprawling 
international banks, access 
to the U.S. financial system 
is a must. Global banks 
want access to U.S, dollars, 
and U.S. wire transfer sys- 
tems. And they want the 
safety, efficiency, and relia- 
bility that are the hallmarks 
of U.S. banking. 

But some banks abuse 
that access. The Senate’s 
Permanent Subcommittee 
on Investigations, which I 
chair, recently released a 
report and held a hearing 
on how one such global 
bank, HSBC, exposed the 
U.S. financial system (o 
abuse by money launder- 
ers, drug kingpins, terror- 
ists, and rogue nations such 
as Iran. 

HSBC, headquartered in 
London, has been among 
the most active banks in 
Asia, the Middle East, and 
Africa. It first acquired a 
U.S. presence in the 1980s; 
today its leading U.S. affil- 
iate is HSBC Bank USA. 
The bank has more than 
470 branches across the 
United States and 4 million 
customers. 

But HSBC’s history in 
the United States is one of 
poor protections against 
illicit. money flows. In 
2003, the Federal Reserve 
and New York — State 
Banking Department 
required the bank to 
revamp its anti-money 
laundering program. And 
in 2010, the Office of the 
Comptroller of the 
Currency again demanded 
changes. The OCC cited 
massive failures in HSBC’s 
monitoring system. 

To examine these issues, 
the subcommittee issued 
subpoenas, reviewed more 
than 1.4 million docu- 
ments, and 
extensive interviews with 
HSBC officials from 
around the world, as well 
as Officials at other banks, 


conducted - 


and with federal regulators. 
Our evidence showed five 
key areas in which HSBC 
exposed the U.S. financial 
system to abuse: 

HSBC’s US. bank failed 
to adequately monitor 
transactions with HSBC 
banks in nations at high 
risk of financial crime, For 
example, the U.S. unit 
allowed millions of dollars 
of transactions with its sib- 
ling in Mexico, despite 
warnings from — law 
enforcement agencies in 
the U.S. and Mexico that 
there was a high risk of 
involvement with drug 
kingpins, 


HSBC units in Europe 


and the Middle East con- 
ducted transactions with 
the U.S. unit while hiding 
the fact that the transac- 
tions involved rogue 
regimes such as_ Iran, 
Sudan and North Korea. 
From 2001 to 2007, HSBC 
units overseas sent 25,000 
transactions involving Iran, 
worth $19 billion, and in 85 
percent of those transac- 
tions, concealed the links 
to Iran, 

HSBC’s U.S. bank did 
business with offshore 
banks linked to terrorist 
financing. For example, it 
opened an account for a 
Saudi Arabian bank with 
known links to terror 
groups when the Saudi 
bank threatened to pull its 
business from HSBC 
worldwide unless it could 
open a U.S. account. 

HSBC cleared hundreds 
of millions of dollars in 
suspicious bulk travelers 


‘cheques. One Japanese 
bank = regularly sent 
HSBC’s U.S. bank 


$500,000 or more a day in 
such cheques, all sequen- 
tially numbered and signed 
with the same illegible sig- 
nature — sure signs of 
wrongdoing. When regula- 
tors forced HSBC to inves- 


tigate, the Japanese bank 
could provide no informa- 
tion about the mysterious 
Russian clients behind the 
transactions. 

HSBC offered bank 
accounts to what are 
known as bearer-share cor- 
porations, a form of corpo- 
ration prone to money 
laundering and other illicit 
activities because it can be 
used to conceal the true 
owners of the corporation. 
One such HSBC account 
was used by a father-son 
team of Florida developers 
who later were convicted of 
tax fraud. 

It’s deplorable that a 
bank would demonstrate 
such weak defenses against 
terrorists, drug money and 
rogue regimes. But making 
matters worse is the poor 
effort by the Office of the 
Comptroller of the 
Currency, HSBC’s main 
U.S. regulator. The OCC 
knew of and tolerated 
HSBC’s unacceptable per- 
formance for more than 
five years without taking a 
single enforcement action. 

Our report includes a 
number of recommended 
changes, for both HSBC 
and the OCC, Officials at 
the bank and the regulatory 
agency have promised 
improvements, and the 
steps they have announced 
so far are welcome, 
HSBC cooperated with our 
investigation, and its lead- 
ers apologized at our hear- 
ing. But promised changes 
have failed to materialize in 
the past. This global bank, 
and the agency that over- 
sees it, must do a better job 
of protecting Americans 
from the illicit flows of 
money that enable crime, 
terrorism and weapons pro- 
liferation. '

Creation Replacing the Creator? 


After an interview with 
Kiernan Suckling of the 


God described man’s move 
from theism to paganism in 
Romans bzeie0: 
“22Professing themselves to 
be wise, they became fools, 
23And changed the glory of 
the uncorruptible God into an 
image made like to corrupt- 
ible man, and to birds, and 
fourfooted beasts, and creep- 
ing. things. The Deep 
Ecology movement has 
extended this movement into 
the worship of plant life also. 

“Environmental issues are, 
for many people, religious 
issues," said Bron Taylor, a 
professor of both environ- 
mental and religious studies 
atthe = University — of 
Wisconsin. Taylor added. 
"Whenever people invoke the 
language of the sacred, we're 
entering the rcalm of reli- 
gion." The logic of evolu- 
tion leads to the worship of 
creation over the Creator. 

"You can preach that trees 
are sacred, that the Earth is 
my mother, the sun is my 
father and all that. But in 
demanding that the govern- 
ment accept your beliefs, 
you've crossed the line," said 
Stephen Young, the former 
dean of Hamline Law School 
in St. Paul. Young, believes 
Deep Ecology passes that test 
introduced by a Norwegian 
philosopher in the 1970s, 
Deep Ecology holds that the 
natural world has intrinsic 
worth, It is not a commodity. 
And humans have no right to 
plunder it or to tamper with 
the grand sweep of evolution 
by destroying habitat or dri- 
ving species to extinction, To 
Young, it’s clear this philoso- 
phy constitutes a religion 
because it offers believers a 
comprehensive — framework 
for understanding the cosmos 
and their place in it. In his 
view, pressing Deep Ecology 
on the Forest Service 
amounts not to lobbying but 
to proselytizing. Young 
says, " (Deep Ecology) is an 
earth-based bclicl system 
which can't be proven by sci- 
ence."

In 1996, Crawford 
County and City 
Environmental Services, the 
former owners of the Waters 
landfill, settled a lawsuit 
which was initiated when 
the waste hauler tried to dis- 
pose of trash from a county 
that was not included in 
Crawford County’s — solid 
waste management plan. 

The company agreed to 
pay Crawford County 
$75,000 to $150,000 a year 
to create an environmental 
monitor position and pay 
for recycling. 

Bruce Patrick last held 
the environmental monitor 
position before he retired in 


2009. Compo has been , 


serving as the county’s envi- 
ronmental monitor. 

The county was able to 
negotiate changes in the 
consent agreement, which 
allows funding to go toward 
other expenses such as the 
salary to fund the school- 


— 
r 


liaison officer. The position 
is funded through a partner- 
ship between the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office and 
the Crawford AuSable 
School District. 

Compo said he thought 
plans for the recycling pro- 
gram had taken some strides 
forward, since Camp 
Grayling agreed to accept 
Styrofoam collected in the 
county. That would have cut 
down on processing and 
transportation costs. 

Failure to come to agree- 
ment to help keep waste 
from heading to the landfill 
would force each munici- 
pality to focus on their own 
individual recycling efforts. 

“It just seems to me that 
we're an impediment to 
them,” Compo said. 

Compo said the extent of 
recycling in the county was 
never defined in the consent 
agreement. He noted that 
the county has funded the 
purchase and replacement

Ordinance number 38 


An ordinance to designate an enforcing agency to discharge the responsibility of the 
Township of Beaver Creek located in Crawford County, and to designate regulated flood 
hazard areas under the provisions of the State Construction Code Act, Act No. 230 of 


the Public Acts of 1972, as 


amended, 


The Township of Beaver Creek ordains: 


Section 1. AGENCY DESIGNATED. Pursuant to the provisions of the state consti- 
tution code, in accordance with Section 8b (6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as 
amended, the director of Building & Safety of the County of Crawford is hereby desig- 
nated as the enforcing agency to discharge the responsibility of the Township of Beaver 
Creek under Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, State of Michigan. The 
County of Crawford assumes responsibility for the administration and enforcement of 
said Act throughout the corporate limits of the community adopting this ordinance. 


Section 2. CODE APPENDIX ENFORCED. Pursuant to the provisions of the state 
construction code, in accordance with Section 8b (6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 
1972, as amended, Appendix G of the Michigan Building Code shall be enforced by the 
enforcing agency within the Township of Beaver Creek. 


Section 3. DESIGNATION OF REGULATED FLOOD PRONE HAZARD AREAS. The 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) Flood Insurance Study (FIS) Entitled 
“Crawford County, Michigan” and dated 4/17/2012 and the Flood Insurance Rate Map 
(s) (FIRMS) panel number (s) of 26039C; 0275A; 0300A; & 0325A and dated 4/17/2012 
are adopted by reference for the purposes of administration of the Michigan Building 
Code, and declared to be a part of Section 1612.3 of the Michigan Building Code, and 
to provide the content of the “Flood Hazards” section of Table R301.2 (1) of the Michigan 


Residential Code. 


Section 4. REPEALS. All ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordi- 


nance are hereby repealed
